Lewis County Senator Not Party to Trans- 
action—Lee Says Farris Told Him Repeal 
Bill Would Be Held by Committee for 


Compensation.

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 2.—Former Lieutenant-Governor John A. Lee, 
confessod bribé-taker, today emerged from the obscurity into which he sunk 
after confess.ng and resigning his office during the inquiries into official cor- 
ruption two years ago, and took the witness stand here against his former leg- 
islative associate, State Senator Frank H. Farris. 

It was Lee’s part to tell what he said was Farris’ part in bribe-taking in 
connection with the anti-alum legislation of 1901, and subsequent General As- 
sembly sessions, and to assist the State in the prosecution of the Senator on 
those charges—a part by the exercise of which he expects to secure immunity 
from prosecution for his own confessed participation in the work. 

LEE AND FARRIS FACE TO FACE. 

Lee waited all morning in the Sheriff’s oice. When he entered the court- 

room at 11:10 his face was pale and rawn. He was garbed in a black suit of 


otinary material, and were a black tie and low standing collar. 


’ After taking the oath he walked slowly to the witness chair and, taking his 
seat, rested his right shoulder on the Judge’s desk. 

Less than 10 teet away and staring squarely at him with a contemptuous 
Smile on his face sat Senator Farris, with whom Lee was at one time on terms 
of close official intimacy. 

Lee did not return Farris’ gaze, but with downcast eyes in a rather nervous, 
Subdued tone of voice began his testimony. 

TELLS OF MEETING KELLEY. 

In answer to Attorney-General Hadley, Lee said that he was employed by a 
Chicago wholesale house, but retained his St. Louis residence. 

He testified that he first met D, J. Kelley, legislative agent for the Baking 
Powder Trust, shortly before his election as Lieutenant-Governor in the fal] of 
1900. He (Lee) had heard of anti-alum legislation, considered it a good law and 
was asked by Kelley to take a personal interest in the matter. 

He did so, he says, and spoke personaly to members of the Senate and of 
the Committee on Criminal Jurisprudence particularly. He spoke to Farris about 
alum legislation in the early part of the session of 1901. 

SAYS COMMITTEE ASKED PAY. 

“Farris told me he was interested in the alum bill and could fix um matters 
with the members of the Criminal Jurisprudence Committee,” said Lee. 

“Later he came to my office and said the committee could fix it. That they 


‘could refuse to report the bill if they were compensated for their services.” 


MEMBERS WANTED $1000 EACH, 

“I told him 1 was not authorized to take such action. 

Taen he asked for my correspondent and told me to make him a proposition. 

“One Senator, Dowell of Lewis County, he said, was not collaborating 
with them, but the others wanted $1000 apiece. . 

“I told him of D. J. Kelley,” continued Lee, “and said that I would con- 
sider the matter, I telegraph Kelley to call me up by long d'stance phone. The 
following day he called me up. I told him of the matver and he said he would 
let me know in a day or two after he had conferred with certain other parties. 

“He telegraphed the following day, ‘Proposition satisfactory—be sure to at- 
tend to H.’ 

“] received it in the evening and at once asked for Farris. I heard he was 
in Senator Morton's room. I went there and handed h'm the dispatch. 

“A little later he met me in tae lobby of the Madison House. He said that 
ihe telegram was all right, but for me to tell my correspondent not to mention 
hames, especially that of H. in his message.” 

PUT $7000 IN ENVELOPES. 

Lee spoke slowly and dispiritedly. Continuing he said that Farris told him 
the members of the comm. ttee were not entirely satisfied, that they wanted to 
sec something definite in a financial way. 

Thereupon, Lee declared, he wrote to Kelley and received a check on the 
State National Bank of New York for $8500. He showed it to Farris, he said, 
then took it to Walker Hill, President of the American Exchange Bank in St. 
Louis to find out if it was good. 

Then he testified he cashed the check the same day, That was March 19, 
1901. 

He got $7000 in currency. He said he took it to Farris’ room at the La- 
clede Hotel, put the money on the table, and got some large envelopes. He 
put the money in these for distribution to the Senators, he said, adding that 
Kelley had notified him the extra $1500 was for himself, 

At noon the Court took a recess until 1:30, when Gov. Lee resumed his

Mr. Beggs says that a thorough serv- 
ice will be operated between St. Charles 
and the downtown district of St. Louis. 
The line has never been operated here- 
tofore farther than Wellston, its pres- 
ent terminus.

Drill Master Beeson instructed the 
members of the company to appear 
promptiy on the next Tuesday, as the 
new costumes and guns had arrived and

It has been carried on 
by the Civic Improvement 
which raised the funds by private sub 
scription, and secured from the Board 
of Education the use of the Jefferson 
School Building at Ninth. and Wash 
streets. 

The league took as models the success- 
ful vacation schools of New York, Bos- 
ton and Chicago, and with the aid of 
an exceptional body of teachers it has 
done good work. For six weeks over 
400 children have been given pleasant 
recreative employment in a school where 
freedom and happiness have reigned. 

Boys have taken manual training; 
girls, cooking, sewing and housekeep- 
ing, and both have made baskets, paint- 
ed pictures, sung songs and played 
games. There have been no books, for 
this is vacation time. This industrial 
work has attracted into a schoolhouse 
children who had free choice between 
that and the streets or playgrounds. 


Girls Fit Up Home. 

Perhaps the most interesting experi- 
ment of .the vacation school has been 
the housekeeping course. Seats were 
removed from one of the schoolrooms 
and 20 girls were brought in to help 
make that bare place into a comfort- 
able-looking home. They first sewed 
together two strips of burlap, and with 
this as a partition divided the room into 
two parts. ,

room and the other as a dining roof, 
most of the furniture being borrowed.

BUILDING LINES 


Six Hundred Permits Are Is- 
sued for New Structures 
in St. Louis. 


Permits were taken out in St. Louis 
during July for new buildings in greater 
number than any previous month in the 
history of the city.

Were it worth 
while, we could compare him reason- 
ably with divers heathen, with Hesiod, 
minus the poetry: with Lycurgus, Solon, 
the Seven Sages. In his private life, at 
one time and another, and perhaps gen- 
erally he may be said to have been 
one of the drove of epicuras. 

“Final'v, in a strict theological sense, 
at least according to the Aheologies of 
his time. he can hardly be described as 
a ‘Christian.’ Nowadays he is called a 
‘liberal Christian.’ To our mind he was

The almost universal knowledge of 
French makes it the next available 
tongue for business correspondencs. 
Just as French so frequently is the lan- 
guage of diplomacy, so it lends itself 
to the transaction of international bus!i- 
ness. 

Closely ranking these languages in 
their order come German, Italian and 
Portuguese; and after these, as the 
leading foreign language in business 
correspondence, come the Russian, 
Swedish and Norwegian. Dutch «and 
Danish, Finnish, Polish, Bohemian, 
Hungarian, modern Greek, etc.; Japa- 
nese and Chinese occasionally claim at- 
tention in one way or another, and 
once there was handed to me a letter 
in Cingalese. This had to be given up 
as untranslatable, and was respectful- 
ly referred to the British Consul, but 
in every other case I have always been 
able to find some one to take care of 
business matters in languages that i 
do not know personally.
